Whether a Bewitched 
perſon may lawfully cauſe any of the Devils 
Symbais to be removed 1n order to gaining 
Health ? As ſuppole an Image of Waxn 
which Necdles are fixed, whereby the Devil 
doth at the inſtigation of his Servants, tor- 
ment the diſeaſed perſon whether this being 
dicovered may be taken away, that fo the 
Devils power of operation may ceaſe, and 
that the fick perlon may in that way obtain 
health agam?
